. his was a living job and no mere matter of figures and routine, 
; made an impassioned appeal before the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards to put aside partisanship and "as grown 
men" consider the matter of ending war. 


Every book or picture or mention of the war recalls to him, 


he says, those days when he was knocking on ever/ man's 
door and saying "Give^me your boy!" 


"I can see the long lines-of ships bearing many of those back 


.' to you. But also I can see the long, long lines of ships bearing 
back the shattered remnants of young American manhood 
who had paid the supreme price. I ca'nsee in the night those 
battlefields, scarred and littered where perhaps some of your 
sons looked up at a moon that for them never again was to rise. 


"And the tragedy of it all is that they were sacrificed only 


because your" fathers and mine—with all their skill at harness- 
ing the lightning .to make it do the work of men; with all their 
inventiveness expressed in the magnificent pieces of mechan- 
ism today lightening the toil of man; with all their ability in 
creating fine business enterprises—did not pay enough heed to 
international relations to find some way to prevent wars." 


And therefore, sai dMr. Baker, it is up to the fathers of to- 


day to turn their thoughts to the prevention of war, and with- 
out childish partisanship, but with mature power, to set about 
to restore the faith of men. 


-He is sustaining President Harding in his plea that America 


join the World Court. Moreover, said he:

10 


per cent; No. 1 buckwheat,, 22 per 
cent. 


Chairman Gunnison said the com- 


mission had fixed this standard after 
obtaining the.views of Governor Brown 
State Chemist Charles D. Howard and 
President W. A. Clark of the Nev,- 
England-Coal Dealers' Association at 
a conference here last week. Mr, Clark 
gave it as his opinion that these stand- 
ards would not keep '.he 
operators 


from shipping coal into New .Hamp- 
shire, although the percentages are 
understood to be rather—lower than 
those at the mines. 


The uncertainty is due to the differ- 


ences in the methods of esatblishin^ 
the standards.

"We ought to welcome the immigrant who wants to be

He made plain not only the menace to the nation 
which unrestricted immigration holds, but also why the oppo- 
sition to proposed regulations has so consistently centered in 
New Yprk, When a full fourth of the newcomers to our 
shores stay in a single city, even if it is the greatest city in the 
land, it is good neither for New York nor for the rest of the 
country. 


Of course,-those who have been admitted want their friends 


jand relatives and fellow-countrymen to join them, and the 
"politicians who are m'ore interested in votes than in the future 
of the nation will not neglect to take their side. There can be 
no question, however, that the great mass of the American 
people have definitely made up their minds in the matter. De- 
spite the plausible arguments of the heads of great industries 
and the impassioned pleas of representatives of this race and 
that one, there is to be no letting down of the bars. 


The nation wants producers—not consumers—and sooner 


or later it will put the selection of them, according to races or 
by some other plan, on a truly scientific basis. The politicians 
have had their say. Why not give the anthropologists and 
intelligence testers a chance? Whatever their report, it will 
make some people unhappy, but it should pay iirfhe end. 


Japan and China. 


Japan rather surprised America and Europe when she rfe- 


'deemed her pledges to the letter and moved out of Shantung, 
bag and baggage. At the same time she surrendered her "21 
points" which, as the Chinese were convinced, meant the sub- 
jugation of China. Japan very humbly sailed away from 
Tsing-tau, won at such cost from the Germans, pocketed her 
loss and went home to mind her own insular business. 


But perhaps Japan knew, better than the rest of the world, 


what she was doing. The last chapter of that story is not 
written yet. - ' 


Japan has been watching, with true oriental patience, while 


the "Chinese Republic" broke up into two Chinese Republics 
and then into smaller fragments. She has watched until gov- 
ernment and public responsibility in China have almost reached 
- the vanishing point. The bandit episode, in which a band of 
Shantung cutthroats seized and menaced the lives of a group 
of important Americans and Europeans, must have made the 
'Japanese statesmen chuckle. There were no bandit outrages 
against foreigners in Shantung under Jap rule. There would 
be none if Jap rule were resumed. 


Sooner or later there may be intervention in China. If so, 


'Japan may do the intervening, with or without occidental 
sanction. 
And if she does, what can the occidental powers

squadrons. It was hs'.d that the bomb- 
ers, would certainly have been brought

a nature to servo as any test of the 
various types of land defenses against 
aircraft developed since the war to 
supplement fighting air squadrons in 
protection of cities or camps against 
hostile bombers.

The Savings Banks Association ot 


Massachusetts has Issued a tabulation 
made By a mutual savings bank in an 
average New England town showing 
that, of the accounts opened during a 
Ix months period, 85 to 30 per cent 
were open at the end ol the period.

Federal Reserve Copied 


Peru Is the. first country in Latin 


America to reorganize its .banking' 
system according to Federal 'Reserve 
principles by the enactment of the 
Federal Reserve Act of Peru to de- 
velop the country's resources along 
modern lines of financing.
